The  investigation  began 
last  year  when.a  California 
man  transmitted  child  por¬ 
nography  via  the  internet 
to  an  undercover  detective 
in  El  Paso,  Texas.  At  the 
same  time,  Curtis 
McCutcheon  from  San 
Rafael,  Calif,  sent  the  pic¬ 
tures  to  others  on  the 
internet.  One  of  the  recipi¬ 
ents,  using  the  AOL  screen 
name  “Nickerfish,”  was 
traced  to  Bromert’s  family’s 
home  in  Liberty. 

Then  on  Sept.  28,  police  found  that 
McCutcheon  allegedly  received  63  im¬ 
ages  from  “Nickerfish”  on  August  4  de¬ 
picting  young  women  between  the  ages 
of  10  and  18  in  various  pornographic 
positions,  according  to  the  Liberty 


police  department. 

After  being  issued  a 
search  warrant,  police 
seized  two  computers  and 
several  storage  disks  from 
Bromert’s  residence  in  Lib¬ 
erty. 

Bromcrt  then  voluntar¬ 
ily  surrendered  to  question- 
ing  and  gave  consent  to 
search  his  laptop,  which  in¬ 
vestigators  sent  to  a  labo¬ 
ratory  for  analysis.  At  that 
time,  Bromert  gave  a  state¬ 
ment  in  which  he  admitted 
to  receiving  and  “could 
have  sent  child  pornogra¬ 
phy”  from  his  computer, 
according  to  the  probable  cause  state¬ 
ment. 

The  statement  also  said  he  admitted 
sending  child  pornography  to  other  AOL 
and  Yahoo  users. 

On  Jan.  11,  the  seized  computers

yielded  more  than  150  pictures,  one 
movie  and  links  to  web  pages  containing 
child  pornography.  There  were  also  more 
than  50  chat  logs  in  which  someone  un¬ 
der  the  user  name  “Nickerfish”  held  dia¬ 
logue  with  "people  asking  for  pictures, 
talking  about  having  sex  with  (a  youth), 
and  ‘cyber  sex’  role-playing  acting  like  a 
young  boy  and  sometimes  a  girl,”  the 
probable  cause  statement  also  said. 

Bromert,  who  as  of  press  time  did  not 
return  multiple  contact  attempts,  was  ar-. 
rested  on  Jan.  20  and  posted  bond  the  same 
day. 

Friends  and  co-workers  find  it  especially 
hard  to  accept  the  unexpected  news. 
Bromert  worked  as  the  production  director 
for  the  student  radio  station  KZLX,  and  the 
charges  leave  all  who  knew  Bromert  in 
shock. 

“(The  news)  took  me  back.  It  took  me  a 
long  time  to  realize  what  I  had  heard,”  said 
Joseph  Stokes,  a  friend  and  co-worker  of 
Bromert’s.  “He’s  very  polite,  always  had  a

At  least  we 
were  able  to  go  home  and  have  a  roof  over  our 
heads.”

"He’s  one  of  the  best  jockeys  we  have,  very 
outgoing  and  easy  to  talk  to — certainly  not 
what  you  think  of  a  stereotypical  child  por- 
nographer,”  Neckermann  said.  “But,  it’s  in¬ 
nocent  until  proven  guilty,  and  we  fully  ex¬ 
pect  him  back  next  year.” 

While  Bromert  has  been  formally  charged 
with  the  one  felony  count,  the  chance  for  ad¬ 
ditional  charges  to  be  added  still  looms. 

“Having  looked  at  what  was  on  that  com¬ 
puter,  if  (additional  charges  are)  in  the  best 
interest  of  all  of  those  involved,  there’s  cer¬ 
tainly  a  basis  to  do  so,”  White  said. 

Bromert  is  scheduled  to  appear  in  Clay 
County  Circuit  Court  Division  Six  on  Feb. 
22  at  9  a.m. 

Car  vandalism 
sweeps  through 
campus  lots

Several  students  in  South  Complex  and 
the  high-rise  residence  halls  woke  up  Sunday 
morning  to  find  their  tires  punctured. 

According  to  Campus  Safety  sergeant 
Raymond  Ottoman,  vehicles  in  three  differ¬ 
ent  university  lots  sustained  damage. 

“Most  of  the  vandalism  over  the  weekend 
was  tires  being  punctured,”  Ottoman  said. 
“We  also  had  a  vehicle  ‘keyed’  only  it  didn’t 
look  as  though  the  damage  was  done  by  a 
key.” 

•  Campus  Safety  currently  has  no  leads  on 
the  case  and  asks  Northwest  students  to  keep 
aware  of  what  goes  on  around  campus. 

Patrick  Fedo  and  Lance  Moore  learned  of 
their  punctured  tires  Sunday  morning. 

“I  just  came  out  Sunday  morning  and 
Campus  Safety  called  me  and  told  me  I  had 
a  tire  slashed,”  Fedo  said. 

While  Fedo  just  had  one  tire  ruined, 
Moore  wasn’t  as  lucky. 

Moore,  a  Franken  Hall  Resident  Assistant, 
found  all  four  of  his  truck  tires  vandalized. 

“I  don’t  know  why  someone  would  do 
something  like  that,”  Moore  said.  “I  figure  it 
has  to  be  random  with  as  many  different  cars 
as  they  hit  that  night.” 

Both  Moore  and  Campus  Safety  seeem 
hesitant  to  refer  to  the  incidents  as  tire  slashing, 
but  rather  consider  them  to  be  tire  punc¬ 
turing. 

Only  one  of  Moore’s  tires  had  more  than 
one  hole  punched  it. 

“It  looked  like  one  tire  got  it  twice,” 
Moore  said.  “Just  a  quick  stab.  They  didn’t 
even  bend  over,  All  four  of  (the  holes)  were 
at  the  top,  right  in  the  sidewall.” 

The  victims  of  the  vandalism  seem  to 
be  random  targets,  but  Campus  Safety  of¬ 
fers  several  ideas  on  how  to  keep  your  car 
safe. 

“A  lot  of  times  people  who  live  in  the 
residence  halls  won’t  see  their  cars  for  sev¬ 
eral  days,”  Ottoman  said.  “People  should 
go  out  and  check  their  cars  every  day.” 

Moore  did  see  his  car  every  day  and  it 
sat  in  plain  sight  of  many  passersby. 

“It  was  on  the  front  row  of  the  Franken 
parking  lot,”  Moore  said.  “It  was  right  un¬ 
derneath  the  light,  you  would  have  never 
expected  it  to  happen.” 

Ottoman  added  that  there  have  not  been

The  psychological  effects  of  the  Bobbi  Jo 
Stinnett  murder  that  rocked  rural  Skidmore, 
Mo,,  will  remain  for  an  indefinite  amount 
of  time,  according  to  Carla  Edwards,  profes¬ 
sor  of  psychology,  sociology  and  counseling 
at  Northwest. 

“After  any  murder,  people  have  problems 
trusting  directly  afterwards,”  Edwards  said. 
“In  small  towns  it  is  easier  to  identify  some-

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one  who  is  not  familiar  and  they  may  start  to 
mistrust  anything  that  is  out  of  the  ordinary.” 

But  residents  must  not  only  deal  with  the 
fact  that  Stinnett  died  but  also  the  absurd 
manner  of  the  murder.  Lisa  Montgomery  faces 
charges  stating  she  entered  the  Stinnett  house¬ 
hold,  strangled  her  with  rope  and  then  used  a 
kitchen  knife  to  perform  a  Caesarean  section 
to  extract  the  baby  from  her  womb, 

“I  have  been  practicing  psychology  since 


1985  and  I  am  at  a  complete  loss,” 
Edwards  said.  “I  have  worked  in  correc¬ 
tional  facilities  with  many  criminals  so  I 
would  say  I  am  not  shocked  easily,  but  it  is 
absolutely  beyond  my  comprehension  how 
anyone  could  do  this,” 

Although  murder  ravages  a  community 
of  any  size,  Edwards  says  that  because  this

Everything  from  previously 
owned  Rolodexes  to  a  single  lot 
containing  300  Panasonic  com¬ 
puter  monitors  were  auctioned 
off,  often  at 'fractions  the  origi¬ 
nal  purchase  prices.  One  bidder 
walked  away  with  a  $55  Apple 
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Many  unusual  items  sat  ready  to  be  sold  at  the  Material 
Distribution  Center  Tuesday.  Some  items  for  sale  included  a 
five-foot  mixer,  dorm  chairs  and  an  ice  making  machine. 
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notebook  and  printer,  while  an¬ 
other  bought  a  1981  Budd  trailer 
for  $1,200. 

Surplus  auctions  are  noth¬ 
ing  unique  for  Northwest.  The 
university  usually  holds  any¬ 
where  from  three  to  four  auctions 
a  year  to  sell  damaged,  excess1  or 
obsolete  property. 

Everything  was  originally 
purchased  with  state  money.  The 
state  of  Missouri  prohibits 


Northwest  from  throwing 
anything  away,  so  the  uni¬ 
versity  must  auction  off  the 
surplus  property  to  the 
public. 

After  the  property  is 
sold,  Northwest  must  hand 
the  money  over  to  the  state 
who  will  take  out  a  10  per¬ 
cent  commission  fee  for 
themselves  before  giving 
the  rest  of  the  money  back 
to  Northwest.  Northwest 
will  put  this  money  into  a 
general  surplus  fund, 
which  they  plan  to  use  for 
miscellaneous  projects  and 
needs. 

Missouri  receives  no 
commission  fee  on  two 
storage  buildings  paid  for

The  two  buildings  sold  sepa¬ 
rately  for  a  combined  $4,500  and 
must  be  taken  apart  and  removed 
from  their  current  location  by 
March  31  bearing  any  bad  weather.

Members  of  the  Laura  Street  Bap¬ 
tist  Church  received  final  approval 
from  city  officials  to  begin  their  new 
seven-phase  expansion  plan. 

As  part  of  the  plan,  the  church  will 
undergo  massive  building  changes 
with  the  construction  of  a  new  600- 
seat  auditorium  and  24  new  class¬ 
rooms. 

“There  was  an  obvious  need  for 
more  room,”  Pastor  Paul  McKim  said. 
“This  will  allow  for  greater  flexibil¬ 
ity.” 


Before  Laura  Street  could  start 
the  construction,  they  created  a 
blueprint  as  required  by  the  city. 

“The  blue  print  must  follow  build¬ 
ing  codes  such  as  the  2000  Interna¬ 
tional  building  code,  International 
Fire  Code  and  the  1999  National 
Electrical  Code,”  Code  Enforce¬ 
ment  Officer  Jim  Wiederholt  said. 
“For  a  commercial  expansion  it 
takes  a  couple  of  weeks  to  get  the  ap¬ 
proval.” 

Laura  Street  will  put  out  a  con¬ 
tract  on  February  22  for  the  demoli¬ 
tion  and  construction.  They  expect  to 


begin  demolition  sometime  in  March. 

“It’s  hard  to  say  exactly  when  con¬ 
struction  will  be  finished,”  McKim 
said. 

During  the  demolition  and  con¬ 
struction  the  alley  between  1st  and 
Jenkins  will  be  closed. 

Members  of  the  church’s  congre¬ 
gation  will  be  helping  with  the  con¬ 
struction  as  well  as  volunteer  workers 
from  Laura  Street’s  sister  churches. 

The  church  will  also  look  for  more 
volunteer  crews  in  July.

Renovations  unveiled  at  open  house

The  setting  sun  illuminated  the 
windows  of  the  high  school’s  recently 
added  cafeteria,  as  the  Maryville  R-II 
School  District  open  house  began. 

“It’s  just  gorgeous,”  Superinten¬ 
dent  Vicki  Miller  said.  “Everybody 
that’s  been  through  here  is  just  rca! 
pleased.” 

Monday’s  special  open  houses  at 
Maryville  High  School  and  Eugene 
Field  Elementary  gave  the  district  a 
chance  to  show  residents  the  differ¬ 
ent  improvements  during  this  last 
summer. 


“(People)  didn’t  realize  (the  cafete¬ 
ria)  was  this  big,”  Maryville  High 
School  Principal  Ron  Landherrsaid. 
“If  you  went  in  the  old  cafeteria  it 
was  much  too  crowded.  You 
couldn’t  get  away  from  rhe  table 
without  banging  into  the  person 
behind  you.” 

The  $4.7  million  construction 
project  added  much-needed  leg- 
room  to  both  schools.  Along  with 
library  additions  and  cafeteria 
space,  each  school  now  contains 
more  classrooms  and  hallways. 

“It’s  a  little  more  relaxed,”  Student 
Council  president  Jessi  Baker  said. 


“We’re  not  in  such  close  quarters  all 
the  time,  and  with  the  addition  we 
have  more  time  to  walk,  without  hav¬ 
ing  to  go  outside.” 

Before  adding  the  hallway  that 
connects  the  cafeteria  to  the  science 
and  vocation  rooms,  students  were 
forced  to  walk  from  one  building  to 
the  cafeteria,  even  in  the  slickest 
conditions. 

“An  inside  hallway  that  con¬ 
nects  the  buildings  is  appreci¬ 
ated,”  said  Miller.  “Especially 
during  the  winter  weather  we’ve 
been  having.” 

The  high  school’s  library  now 


stands  nearly  doubled  in  size, 
adding  a  new  room  with  an  entire 
wall  of  glass  facing  out  to  the  west, 
where  the  sun  descends.  More 
people  begin  their  tour  of  the 
high  school  in  the  library  where 
librarian  Barb  Drake,  the  most 
excited  person  in  the  building, 
smiles  as  she  shows  parents  and 
children  the  brand  new  room  of 
books.

Hotel  Manager  Lori  Schleusner 
said  that  the  hotel  booked  all  of  its 
rooms  for  graduation  weekend  in  the 
first  week  of  business.

“A  lot  of  people  don’t  realize  that 
they  have  to  plan  six  to  eight  months 
in  advance,”  Untiedt  said. 

Chamber  of  Commerce  Director 
Lisa  Luke  believes- that  the  new  ho¬ 


tel  provides  a  much-needed  tool  for 
attracting  conventions  and  entertain¬ 
ment  that  the  city  sometimes  misses. 

“In  the  past  we  have  had  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  bring  in  certain  types 
of  shows  and  entertainment,  but  we 
just  didn’t  have  enough  rooms,”  Luke 
said.  “With  the  900-plus  square 
foor  meeting  room,  we  can  bring 
certain  conferences  to  town.” 

She  also  said  that  the  Holiday 
Inn  helps  attract  more  big-name 
businesses  to  the  area. 

“Anytime  you  have  franchise 


names  like  Holiday  Inn  or  Applebee’s 
in  your  community,  it  helps  attracts 
other  businesses,”  Luke  said. 

Luke  also  said  that  it  will  help 
with  big  events  at  the  university  or 
events  not  planned  much  in  ad¬ 
vance. 

“Anytime  that  you  have  a  big 
show  at  the  University  or  champi¬ 
onship  games  it  helps,  so  people 
won’t  have  to  go  all  the  way  to  St.

While  Sunday’s  Iraqi  elections  may 
appear  a  glorious  triumph  for  democ¬ 
racy  to  many,  in  reality,  the  U.S.-led 
experiment  will  likely  produce  a  gov¬ 
ernment  neglecting  to  accurately  re¬ 
flect  the  Iraqi  people. 

Contrary  to  the  conservative  take 
that  anyone  who  initially  disagreed 
with  the  invasion  of  Iraq  is  waiting  for 
the  plan  to  fail,  no  one  in  their  right 
mind  will  gloat  when  Sunday’s  events 
are  mired  in  bloodshed  and  doubt. 

While  no  one  should  argue  free 
elections  are  worse  than  the  tyranni¬ 
cal  state  Iraqis  endured  for  decades, 
the  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  a  select 
few  will  actually  choose  the  next  leader 
of  Iraq,  leaving  perhaps  hundreds  of 
thousands,  of  Iraqis  essentially  disen¬ 
franchised. 

The  looming  threat  of  violence 
from  insurgents,  the  disassociation  of 
Sunni  citizens  in  the  voting  process 
and  the  general  underlying  feeling  of 
mistrust  in  America  almost  assures 
that  the  election  will  be  illegitimate 
and  will  not  produce  a  credible  gov¬ 
ernment. 

Sunday  night  we  will  view  stories 
on  news  networks  of  first-time  voters 
casting  ballots  with  tears  rolling  down 
their  cheeks,  expressing 


immense 


pride  in  the  historic  event.  But  while 
the  fundamental  act  of  voting  is  one 
of  the  greatest  feelings  a  free  person 
can  experience,  if  the  election  itself 
proves  questionable  it  can  cause  even 
the  truest  patriot  question  the  pro¬ 
cess  (anyone  who  voted  in  the  2000 
presidential  election  knows  all  about 
that). 

Participation  poses  the  biggest 
threat  to  these  elections.  It’s  widely 
believed  that  if  an  entire  segment  of 
the  Iraqi  population  refuses  to  take 
part  Sunday,  a  civil  war  will  be  al¬ 
most  inevitable. 

“How  can  we  vote  if  we  don’t  be¬ 
lieve  what  we  are  voting  for?”  Khalil 
Ibrahim,  Fallujah  resident,  asked  a 
reporter  in  a  recent  CNN  online  ar¬ 
ticle. 

And  as  departing  Secretary  of 
State  Colin  Powell  said  last  week, 
“The  insurgency  is  not  going  to  go 
away  as  a  result  of  this  election.  In 
fact,  perhaps  the  insurgents  might 
become  emboldened.” 

For  anyone  who  believes  this 
event  will  mark  a  reduction  in  the 
level  ofU.S.  troops  in  Iraq,  a  decade- 
long  lesson  lies  ahead  of  them. 

But  the  misconception  that  there 
are  people  rooting  for  the  violence 


:  just  dead  wrong.  We  all 
root  for  peace  and  stability  in  Iraq. 
The  simple  truth  is  the  incredibly 
short-sided  planning  of  this  admin¬ 
istration  made  democracy  in  Iraq  an 
almost  impossible  goal. 

While  the  ideology  behind  a 
democratic  Iraq  may  even  stand  a 
noble  one,  the  methods  and  under¬ 
lying  motives  all  but  warped  what 
would  otherwise  ^een  a  worthy 
cause,  into  a  disaster.  The  important 
question  here  does  the  end  justify  the 
means? 

The  means  cost  over  1,400 
AmericanMives  with  more  to  come 
in  the  following  years,  as  well  as 
countless  innocent  Iraqi  civilian  lives. 

The  sacrifice  made  by  these  men 
and  women  should  never  be  ques¬ 
tioned,  but  international  involve¬ 
ment  would  have  likely  reduced  this, 
number.  Couldn’t  Bush  swallow  his 
pride  if  it  meant  sparing  even  one  life? 

This  election  will  mark  a  pivotal 
turn  in  Iraq’s  struggle  for  democracy. 
Unfortunately,  the  end  result  will  em¬ 
phasize  the  mistakes  our  administra¬ 
tion  made  to  reach  this  point. 

But  every  American  hopes  the  head¬ 
lines  in  Monday’s  newspapers  won’t 
read  “Bloody  Sunday.”

Economic  expansioi 

Maryville  officials  ought  to  ask  Northwest  students 
which  businesses  should  fill  the  vacant  area  uptown 


Money  talks  in  many  different 
ways — but  in  Maryville,  it 

shouts. 

Now,  with  projects  downtown  and 
on  south  Main  Street  in  the  develop¬ 
ing  stages,  it  shouts  clearer  and  louder 
than  ever. 

Both  projects,  if  done  right,  will 
give  a  much-needed  boost  of  energy 
to  the  city,  while  making  Northwest 
an  even  better  place  to  go  to  school. 

Last  week,  The  Northwest  Missou¬ 
rian  reported  that  D.J.  Christie, 
Inc. — a  Leawood,  Kan. -based  devel¬ 
opment  company — recently  devel¬ 
oped  a  $7  million  plan  near  Hy-Vee 
and  Dollar  General.  The  vacant  store¬ 
front  nestled  between  the  two  stores 
will  be  torn  down,  giving  way  to  a 
new  Hy-Vee  facility  and  two  new  ten¬ 
ants,  according  to  the  report. 

Also  last  week,  the  Maryville  Re¬ 
vitalization  Task  Force  secured  nearly 
$600,000  from  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
to  help  With  sidewalk  renovations  and 
other  infrastructure  improvements 
downtown..  The  entire  project — 
which  includes  street  furniture  and 
other  landscaping  plans — will  cost 
$2.5  million. 

But  instead  of  being  bogged  down 
with  the  financials  of  both  projects, 
both  city  and  University  leaders 
should  come  together  and  combine 
resources.  The  progress  Northwest 
already  shows  in  its  residential  hous-

Although  Moss  chose  to  leave 
the  council,  he  hopes  that  citizens 
and  his  colleagues  remember  him 
for  his  efforts  to  initiate  infra¬ 
structure  improvements  across  the 
city.

happened  in  such  a  small  town,  it  is  easy 
for  this  murder  to  touch  many  lives. 

“It  probably  affected  several  this  way, 
but  my  feeling  of  safety  has  definitely 
been  breached,”  said  Skidmore  resident 
Michelle  Allen.

Through  gaps  in  her  straggly  blond 
hair  and  diick-rimmed  glasses  she  gazes 
blankly  ahead,  waiting  patiently  for  her 
counsel’s  turn  to  speak. 

Shordy  after  U.S.  District  judge  Gary 
A.  Fenner  read  aloud  her  Miranda  Rights 
in  the  arraignment  held  Thursday,  Jan. 
20,  Montgomery  pled  not  guilty  to  all 
charges,  despite  previously  admitting 
guilt  in  an  FBI  affidavit. 

With  frequent  nods,  Montgomery 
listened  to  the  judge  declare  that  she 
could  face  life  in  prison  or  the  death  pen¬ 
alty  if  convicted. 

When  Fenner  inquired  to  whether  or 
not  the  prosecution  would  be  seeking  the 
death  penalty,  U.S.  Attorney  Todd 
Graves  responded,  “That  is  our  present 
inclination  at  this  time.” 

With  a  guard  to  each  side,  Montgom¬ 
ery  stared  at  the  ground  and  Iter  navy 
blue  slip-ons.  Montgomery  exited  the 
courtroom  until  her  grand  jury  trial,  set 
to  begin  March  1 5. 

Edwards  urges  those  affected  by  the 
murder  to  keep  a  steady  routine  and  to 
practice  healthy  self-care  habits  because 
botli  help  with  the  healing  process. 

If  members  of  the  community  would 
like  to  help  the  Stinnett  family  recover 
from  this,  Edwards  says  die  best  tiling  to 
do  is  to  just  ask  them  what  they  need.

Though  no  one  can  say  for  sure  how 
long  the  family’s  recovery  period  will  last. 
They  are  just  handling  the  situation  the 
only  way  they  know  how,  Allen  says. 

“Given  the  situation,  they  are  han¬ 
dling  it  very  well,”  Allen  said.  “They  are 
very  thankful  for  Victoria  and  just  fo¬

Soldiers  suffer  deadliest  day

BAGHDAD,  Iraq  (AP)  —  A  U.S. 
helicopter  crashed  in  a  desert  sand¬ 
storm  in  the  early  morning  darkness 
Wednesday,  killing  the  30  Marines  and 
one  Navy  sailor  aboard.  Six  other 
troops  died  in  insurgent  ambushes  in 
the  deadliest  day  for  Americans  since 
the  Iraq  war  began  nearly  two  years 
ago. 

Only  days  before  Iraq’s  crucial  elec¬ 
tions  Sunday,  militants  set  off  at  least 
eight  car  bombings  that  killed  13 
people  and  injured  40  others,  includ¬ 
ing  1 1  Americans.  The  guerrillas  also 
carried  out  a  string  of  attacks  nation¬ 
wide  against  schools  that  will  serve  as 
polling  centers. 

In  Washington,  President  Bush 
called  on  Iraqis  to  defy  terrorism  and 
go  to  the  polls  despite  relentless  insur¬ 
gent  attacks.  He  said  it  was  a  “very  dis¬ 
couraging”  day  when  the  U.S.  death 
toll  for  the  war  rose  above  1,400. 

The  CH-53E  Super  Stallion  was 
carrying  personnel  from  the  1st  Ma¬ 


rine  Division  on  a  security  mission  in 
support  of  the  election  when  it  went 
down  about  1:20  a.m.  near  the  town 
of  Rutbah,  about  220  miles  west  of 
Baghdad,  the  military  said. 

The  crash  occurred  during  severe 
weather,  but  its  cause  was  still  under 
investigation,  said  Army  Gen.  John 
Abizaid,  chief  of  U.S.  Central  Com¬ 
mand.  An  Accuweather  map  showed 
sandstorms  Wednesday  in  the  western 
region  of  Iraq  near  the  Jordanian  bor¬ 
der  where  the  crash  took  place. 

A  search  and  rescue  team  was  at  the 
site.  The  victims  were  30  Marines  and 
one  sailor,  said  Lt.  Gen.  John  Sattler, 
the  top  Marine  commander  in  Iraq  - 
the  most  American  service  members  to 
die  in  a  single  incident  since  the  March 
2003  invasion  of  Iraq. 

All  but  three  of  the  Marines  had 
been  based  in  Hawaii,  according  to 
Sen.  Daniel  Akaka,  D-Hawaii. 

The  deadliest  previous  incident  for 
U.S.  troops  was  also  a  helicopter  crash: 
a  November  2003  collision  of  two 
Black  Hawk  helicopters  that  killed  17. 


Before  Wednesday’s  bloodshed,  the 


most  Americans  killed  in  one  day  came 
on  the  invasion’s  third  day  -  March  23, 
2003  -  when  28  troops  were  killed 
during  the  U.S.  military’s  drive  to  take 
Baghdad  and  topple  Saddam  Hussein. 

The  U.S.  military  has  not  seen  such 
a  high  loss  of  life  in  one  day  in  15  years 
-since  an  explosion  ripped  through  a 
gun  turret  on  the  USS  Iowa  during  a 
training  exercise  in  the  Caribbean  in 
April  1989,  killing  47  sailors. 

Iraqi  security  forces  and  civilians 
have  borne  the  brunt  of  violence  in 
Iraq,  with  bombings  often  killing 
scores  of  people  at  a  time.  More  than 
180  people  were  killed  on  March  2, 
2004,  during  a  string  of  suicide  attacks 
at  Shiite  shrines  in  Karbala  and 
Baghdad. 

Violence  has  only  increased  ahead 
of  Sunday’s  election,  which  will  create 
a  27 5-member  National  Assembly  and 
regional  legislatures.  Sunni  Muslim 
extremists  have  threatened  to  sabotage 
the  election,  and  many  Sunni  clerics 
have  called  for  a  boycott  because  of  the 
presence  of  U.S.  and  other  foreign 
troops.

With  laws  banning  abortion,  women’s  rights  remain  unclear

Twenty-two  days  into  1973,  the  controversial  legalization  of  abor¬ 
tion  made  its  way  into  the  Constitution,  after  the  Roe  vs.  Wade  court 
case. 


Thirty-two  years  later,  those  opposing  the  legalization  continue  to

“I’m  pro-life  and  I  am  glad  that  Bush  wants  to  get  rid  of  abortion,” 
graphics  design  major  Hillary  Dohrman  said.  “I  don’t  believe  that  a 
child  needs  to  bepunished  for  what  someone  else  did,  even  in  circum¬ 
stances  of  rape.  The  child  can  always  be  given  up  for  adoption.” 

In  Bush’s  previous  four-year  term,  he  allowed  his  religious  beliefs  to 
entail  what  needs  to  be  done  within  the  government.  He  insisted 
that  no  taxpayer  money  will  be  used  in  spon¬ 
soring  a  “brutal  practice  that  needs  to 
be  banned,”  and  in  2003  signed  the 
“partial-birth  abortion”  law  stating  that 
obtaining  an  abortion  after  20  weeks  is 
illegal. 

More  recently,  the  discussion  of 
laws  requiring  adolescents  to  notify 
parental  units  in  order  to  obtain  con¬ 
traceptives  raises  eyebrows  to  what 
other  types  of  anti-choice  laws  will 
.  be  mandated  in  the  upcoming 
years. 

“I  don’t  believe  in  abortion 


and  I  think  it  should  be  ille¬ 
gal,”  freshman  Anjuli  Mostek 
said.  “If  methods  such  as  the 
72-hour  pill  and  birth  con¬ 
trol  pills  prove  to  be  a  risk,  I 
think  they  shouldn’t  be  legal 

In  1973  Norma 
McCorvey,  known  as  Jane 
Roe  in  the  Roe  vs.  Wade 
court  case,  took  her 
case  to  the  Supreme 
Court  and  succeeded 
in  legalizing  abortion 
in  the  United  States 
during  the  first  tri¬ 
mester.

Court  to  re-assess  her  more  than  thirty  year-old  case. 

McCorvey  presents  herself  as  a  born-again  Christian,  and  resents 
.  her  initial  actions  that  created  the  law  to  legalize  abortion. 

“Roe  vs.  Wade  should  be  overturned,”  art  major  Brittany  Anderson 
said.  “Most  of  the  time,  I  think  on  a  pro-life  side  and  I  don’t  like  the 
idea  of  abortion.  At  the  extreme,  I  only  believe  an  abortion  should  take 
place  when  the  mother’s  life  is  on  the  line.” 

The  evaluation  of  Roe  vs.  Wade  scores  a  5-4  vote  between  Supreme 
Court  justices  while  under  discussion.  Any  retirements  in  the  judi¬ 
ciary  spots  could  be  the  deciding  factor  in  the  case’s  out¬ 
come. 

Missouri  prohibits  abortion, 
but  many  wanting 
the  procedure  cross 
state  borders  to. 

Kansas  or  Illinois  in 
search  of  assistance. 

The  following  bills- 
-still  under  consider¬ 
ation--  pertain  to  Mis¬ 
souri  only.

The  Parental  Notifica¬ 
tion  Act  will  prohibit  a  mino 
from  getting  an  abortion  unt 
they  notify  parental  units  1 
written  form,  in  conjunct  w 
parental  consent,  beforeha 
Creation  of  this  bill  should 
courage  adolescents  from  forging 
parental  acceptance  to  their  actions. 

The  Gag  Rule  will  prevent  any 
public  health  facilities  from  getting 
any  federal  financial  assistance  if  re¬ 
ferrals  to  abortion  clinics  are  made. 

This  applies  in  all  cases,  including  life-threatening  ones. 

A  bill  to  create  an  anti-abortion  fund  appears  in  the  works,  the 
Missouri  Alternatives  to  Abortion  Fund.  All  Fundraising  will  be  pro¬ 
vided  by  “Respect  Life”  license  plates,  purchased  by  donations  only.  All 
money  acquired  will  be  used  in  abortion-alternative  funding.  The  bill 
should  be  in  effect  Aug.  28,  2005,  and  donations  will  be  placed  in  the 
Missouri  Alternative  to  Abortion  fund. 

T  Another  possible: provision  requires  course  materials  and  informa¬ 
tion  covering  human  sexuality  and  sexually" transmitted  'diseases 'to  be 
replaced  with  information  on  the  health  risks,  side  effects  and  outcomes 
of  contraceptive  methods. 

Keeping  the  pro-life  name  to  the  Republican  Party  remains  an  im¬ 
portant  topic  for  Bush  and  his  committee.  If  the  pro-life  argument 
continues  to  push  the  line,  excessive  anti-choice  laws  may  be  a  part  of 
America’s  future. 

“If  the  law-making  continues  then  there  really  won’t  be  a  right  for 
women  to  choose  anymore,”  public  relations  major  Cara  Hood  said.  “I 
know  what  I  believe  in,  but  I  can’t  speak  for  the  millions  of  other  women; 
everyone  should  have  the  right  to  choose  what  they  want  to  have  hap¬ 
pen,  in  any  case.”

“In  this  short  time  that  I’ve  been  here,  I’ve 
had  a  better  impression  of  this  place  than  I  did 
in  the  same  amount  of  time  I  had  at  Nebraska,” 
Keenan  said. 


Keenan  has  been  at  Northwest  since  the  start 
of  the  semester  and  met 
with  the  coaches  and  is 
pleased  with  what  he 
has  seen  so  far. 

“You  could  say  that 
if  I  wasn’t  impressed  by 
the  coaches  or  what 
they  were  doing,  I 
wouldn’t  have  made 
my  decision  that 
quickly,  I  would  have 
probably  just  went  the  Keenan 
other  way,”  Keenan 
said.  “They’ve  defi¬ 
nitely  had  an  impact  on  me.” 


Northwest  head  coach  Mel  Tjeerdsma  is 
pleased  to  have  Keenan  at  Northwest  and  thinks 
that  his  connection  with  Oak  Park  (currently, 
three  Oak  Park  graduates  play  for  Northwest) 
helped  influence  his  decision. 

“A  lot  of  that  credit  goes  to  some  of  our 
current  players  that  are  from  Oak  Park  and 
some  of  his  former  teammates  and  they  really 
enjoy  it  here  and  have  had  success  here,” 
Tjeerdsma  said.  “He  saw  that  and  he  saw  how 
much  fun  they  were  having  playing  the  game 
and  1  think  that’s  what  he  was  really  looking 
for,  an  opportunity, to  play  somewhere  butstill 
be  able  to  enjoy  it  and  have  fun.” 

Keenan  compiled  86  tackles,  three  sacks 
and  two  forced  fumbles  in  2003  while  at  Oak 


Park.  He  also  rushed  for  1,909  yards  and  23 
touchdowns  during  his  senior  year  of  high 
school.  However,  Keenan  does  not  plan  to  play 
at  running  back  and  doesn’t  see  it  in  his  future. 

“If  you’re  an  athlete  you  can  play  any  posi¬ 
tion  in  high  school,  but  there  are  different  kind 
of  athletes,”  Keenan  said.  “I’m  not  the  kind  of 
athlete  that  plays  running  back  in  college.  I’m 
that  kind  of  guy  that  plays  linebacker.” 

Keenan  will  be  eligible  to  play  next  year  but 
Tjeerdsma  says  whether  he  starts  or  not  depends 
on  what  happens  between  now  and  next  year. 

“He’s  a  very  good  player  but  he’s  like  all  our 
players  and  just  like  our  returning  guys,” 
Tjeerdsma  said.  “It  depends  on  what  we  do  in 
the  spring  and  just  how  things  work  out.”

Recreation  and  his  staff envisioned  the 


popularity  from  the  conception  ofthe 
idea  at  the  National  Intramural  Recre¬ 
ation  Sports  Association  conference  last 
spring  in  Albuquerque,  N.M. 

“With  the  movie  coming  out  this 
summer,  my  boss  Bob  Lade  thought  it 
would  be  a  good  way  to  get  people  to 
come  participate,”  Meyer  said. 

Even  though  many  people  are  ex¬ 
cited  to  participate,  there  are  two  places 
according  to  Muhs  that  no  one  wants 
to  get  hit:  “Either  in  the  groin  or  in 
the  face.” 

Although  the  movie  brought  a  lot 
of  exposure  to  the  sport,  it  was  not 
depicted  without  some  discrepancies 
between  Hollywood’s  version  and  the 
official  rule  book  used  by  the  Recre¬ 
ational  Center,  from  The  National 
Amateur  Dodgeball  Association. 

According  to  Meyer,  two  major  dif¬ 
ferences  exist. 

“There’s  no  getting  back  into  the 
game  once  you’re  knocked  out.  If  (the 
ball)  bounced  off  my  shoulder  I  would 


be  the  only  one  who  could  catch  it  (to 
stay  in  the  game.)” 

Along  with  those  rules  court  moni¬ 
tors  are  used  to  administer  the  rest  of 
the  games’  regulations,  including  an 
unsportsmanlike  conduct  penalty  for 
balls  thrown  above  the  shoulders.  As 
well  as  for  arguing  with  a  court  moni¬ 
tor,  two  unsportsmanlike  penalties  re¬ 
sults  in  the  offending  team  forfeiting 
the  game,  and  piaying  with  five  play¬ 
ers  instead  of  six  in  their  next  game. 

Winners  are  decided  in  a  best  of  two 
out  of  three  games  format.  No  one 
game  can  last  more  than  five  minutes. 
The  winner  after  five  minutes  is  the 
team  with  the  most  members  left  after 
the  time  limit  has  expired.  If  there  is  a 
tie,  sudden  death  overtime  is  imple¬ 
mented.  The  first  player  to  be  declared 
out  loses  the  game  for  his  or  her  team. 

Although  dodgeball  may  take  the 
courage  and  skill  of  many  other  sports, 
in  the  end  the  winners  mostly  play  for 
pride.  However,  the  winners  of  each 


tournament  also  receive  a  T-shirt. 

Dodgeball  may  be  a  new  way  to 
have  fun  and  get  some  exercise  at 
Northwest  and  its  birth  at  Northwest 
is  the  result  of  the  release  of  a  comedy, 
but  one  team’s  motivation  for  playing 
is  far  from  funny.  Their  dedication  is 
that  of  men  who  must  win.  It’s  much 
more  than  fun  and  games  for  the  team 
nicknamed  “Stanton  Time,”  as  that 
team  plays  in  mourning. 

“Stanton  Time”  refers  to  the  late 
Cory  Stanton,  a  friend  and  former 
Northwest  football  player,  to  all  those 
members  who  play  in  his  honor.  He 
passed  away  Dec.  22  as  the  result  of  an 
automobile  accident. 

“(Seth  Wooderson)  told  me  the 
team  was  named  “Stanton  Time”  and 
I  was  sure  1  wanted  to  be  on  it.  We  put 
a  team  together  in  remembrance  of 
Cory,  and  we’re  out  here  to  have  some 
fun.  We  figured  this  was  the  best  way 
to  do  it,”  sophomore  Matt  Weeder 
said.

“It’s  one  of  our 
areas  on  defense  we  have  to  continue  to 
improve  on,  we  have  to  keep  our  heads 
and  not  get  so  emotional.” 

Maryville  came  out  from  the  inter¬ 
mission  playing  with  passion  and  deter¬ 
mined  to  find  a  way  back  into  the  game. 
Seniors  Syd  Brisbane  and  Josh  Wilmes 
each  hit  three  point  baskets  to  start  the 
quarter,  and  by  the  end  of  the  third  quar¬ 
ter  the  ’Hounds  only  trailed  by  two,  34- 
32. 

In  the  first  half  it  appeared  as  though 
Savannah  found  a  way  to  shut  down  the 
Maryville  offense,  by  keeping  constant 
pressure  on  Josh  Wilmes  and  double¬ 
teaming  him  whenever  he  caught  the  ball 
close  to  the  basket.  Wilmes  and  the

The  ’Hounds  worked  the  clock  down 
and  senior  Garin  Blair  would  put  up  a 
last  second  three  from  the  corner  only  to 
see  it  dance  on  the  rim  and  fall  off,  send¬ 
ing  the  game  into  overtime. 

“The  first  half  was  all  theirs,  they  came 
out  ready  to  play  with  a  lot  of  energy 
and  enthusiasm,”  Kuwitzky  said.  “We 
played  much  better  in  the  second  half  as 
far  as  the  intensity  level,  but  we  still  had 
too  many  mistakes  and  turnovers.” 

With  53  seconds  remaining  in  the 


overtime  period  senior  Matt  Jasinski 
would  snatch  a  steal  and  hit  a  lay-up  at 
the  other  end  to  pull  Maryville  within 
one,  45-44.  Savannah  would  hit  two 
free  throws,  and  Maryville  would  ob¬ 
tain  possession  once  again,  trailing  by 
three  with  19  seconds  remaining. 
Maryville  took  two  chances  at  three 
point  baskets,  but  neither  fell.  Savan¬ 
nah  would  hit  one  more  free  throw  to 
end  the  night  and  give  Maryville  the 
four-point  loss. 

Tuesday  night  marked  the  ’Hounds 
third  loss  of  the  season  with  their  first 
two  losses  coming  to  powerhouses  Lib¬ 
erty  and  Shawnee  Mission  East  (Kan¬ 
sas)  in  the  William  Jewell  tournament. 
The  loss  puts  Maryville  at  14-3  over¬ 
all.  They  wilt  be  at  Benton  on  Friday
